Dear Council-member Koretz, 

I've attached an image of a homeless encampment which has been in front of our businesses for over 6 months. We 
have called 311 repeatedly (you can follow up to see how many calls all of our businesses have made continually 
reporting this). The site was cleaned up in early January after over 90 days of 'due process' beginning in late September, 
only to be rebuilt 3 days later like nothing ever happened. We have since called numerous times. 

I would have taken a closer photo, however, the person's occupying the illegal building/encampment are prone to retaliate 
and have against the local businesses. 

Our neighbors who continually clean up the street and hire security to patrol the area have had feces thrown at their 
building and windows broken. 

I have seen fire pits and BBQ's being used, hammers being thrown, basketball hoop and basketball being played in the 
middle of traffic, thrown over carts, excessive amounts of trash and clothing strewn about including feces on the 
sidewalks we all use. 

This is becoming a very scary environment that is hurting our businesses not to mention the health hazards that this type 
of prolonged living environment creates for the surrounding area. 

If your office can look into and let us know what more we can do or what you, as our local representative can do to clean 
up this issue. 

I also suggest that this area be planted with native cactus and large cement boulders be laid to detour future camping in 
this site.

The photos below taken earlier today show that the ALB is still present at that location so I'd like to once again request that LASAN's ALB be removed tor the next several months to help 
us address some of the concerns raised by the constituent. Thanks in advance for your assistance with this request. 


Joseph and Debbie, 

Just FYI on the concerns being raised by the art gallery owner. Her own photos show that the bus bench is being used by bus patrons (and not homeless indigent people). Notice that 
two of the photos show different people using the bench; a third photo shows a woman standing besides our bench and all of them appear to be bonafied bus patrons waiting for a bus 
instead of some indigent people loitering, pan-handling, or otherwise causing trouble in front of the gallery's windows. I'm not saying stuff like that doesn't happen but Ms. Darmon's own 
photos do not reflect such site challenges. A couple of those photos do show some litter on our bench and on the ground beneath our bench, while other photos show no trash. Again, 
for the last week or so, our contractor's operations supervisor has been stopping by daily in the mornings to inspect and clean things up. We'll continue to monitor things to see if they get 
better or worse but it seems to me that whether our bench is there or not, people will continue to gather at that location because of the bus stop.
